The federal government's share 
in this undertaking is greater than the 
cost pf the Panama canal. The partici- 
pation of the national government in 
highway improvement marked a depar- 
ture from a pohc> which had been fol- 
lowed for nearly a century. Federal 
co-operation with the states on approx- 
imately a "50-50" basis has counted 
more than any other factor, says Mr. 
MacDonald, in initiating highway con- 
struction that is being carried on un- 
der adequate supervision in accord 
with ^ program co-ordinating local, 
state*and national needs.

BRAND TUBERCULOUS CATTLE i HOW OFTEN TO FEED FLOCK? 


H«w York Commissioner cf Agricul- 


ture Ord«rs Letter "T" Put on 


Affected Animal*. 


By a recent order of the New York 


commissioner of agriculture, all prac-' 
tlcing veterinarians in that state are i 
required to brand cattle found by ' 
them to be affected with tuberculosis. 
The order specifies that the brand 
shall be the letter "T" not less than 
2 or more than 3 Inches high and on 
the left jaw. 


The new regulation, which became 


effective in March, was issued by Com- 
missioner Charles S. Wilson under au- 
thority of the agricultural law. The 
order applies to all bovine animals 
within the limits of the state. Vet- 
erinary experts of the United States 
department of agriculture consider It 
vwill be of great value to live-stock 
breeders of Uew York and also an im-' 
portant step for any state to take in 
the progress of tuberculosis eradica- 
tion. Reactors are permanently mark- 
«d by the branding process and in 
cases where they are not slaughtered 
the possibility of their being disposed 
of or losing their identity is greatly 
lessened, If not entirely eliminated. 


Much Depends on Whether They Are 


Confined or on Free Range-- 


Good Plan Outlined. 


Just how frequently chickens should 


be fed depends on whether they are 
confined or on the range. Some poul- 
trjmen feed their flocks twice a day, 
while others feed them three times 
a day. The best plan is to feed fowls 
in confinement thfee times a day and 


RAISING SHEEP FOR MUTTON 


There Are Many Areas, Eapeeially In 


Hilly Regions, Where Few An I- 


mala Could Be Kept. 


Sheep are not very generally kept 


on farms for supplying the home fam- 
ily with meat. There are many areas, 
especially in hilly or mountainous re- 
gions, where nearly every farm could 
keep a few mutton sheep to advan- 
tage, says the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. Boys' and girls' 
clubs In some parts of the country 
have done much to foster home pro- 
duction of mutton. 


"Sheep naturally graze over rather 


wide areas and seek a variety of 
plants. This habit particularly adapts 
them to being kept In large numbers 
on lands of sparse vegetation or fur- 
nishing a variety of grasses or other 
plants. They do better on short and 
fine grasses than on coarse or high 
feed. They will eat a good deal of

those having free range In summer 
twice a day. When there Is a very 
long Interval between feeds It Is diffi- 
cult to keep fowls busy which are 
kept in confinement. Idle fowls often 
contract bad habits, such as feather 
pulling and egg eating, besides going 
out of condition from lack of exercise. 


In case It Is not convenient to feed 


three times a day, the moistened mash 
may be fed in the morning, and at 
the same time the noon feed of grain 
may be scattered m the litter, which 
will keep the fowls busy a great part 
of the day. 
For those who cannot conveniently 


feed their fowls early In the morning 
a good plan is to scatter grain plenti- 
fully in the litter after the birds have 
gone to roost. This grain will furnish 
feed for the early morning, say poul- 
try specialists in the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 


Some poultry keepers can look after 


their fowls only once a day. If this 
is in the morning, moistened mash may 
be fed, followed by throwing grain in 
the litter to furnish feed for the re- 
mainder of the day. If it is in the 
evening, before dark, a moistened mash 
may be given, and either after the 
| fowls go to roost or in the morning

terld in the litter for eating during 
the day.

Disease Is Contracted More Rapidly 


Among Animals of Low Vital- 


ity—Cure by Dipping. 


Hog mange is spread mainly by di- 


rect bodily contact, according to in- 
vestigations recently conducted by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. The disease IB contracted most 
rapidly among hogs of low vitality, 
especially those kept In, small Inclos- 
nres. It spreads more slowly among 
vigorous animals kept in pastures or 
In clean, well-lighted roomy pens or 
buildings. Failure by ewlne owners 
to control hog mange results in heavy 
losses from shrinkage as well a* from 
a high death rate 
The department 


states that the disease can be eradi- 
cated by four dippings In a Hme-sul- 
nhur or arsenical solution with in- 
tervals of 6 to 7 days between dip- 
pings.

REAL"FATHER" OF REVOLVER 


Samuel Colt Acknowledged Originator 


cf Idea That Revolutionized Weap- 


ons of Warfare. 


The first patent for a "revolving 


firearm" issued by the United States 
was to Samuel Colt, a Connecticut 
youth, and bore date of December 28, 
1835. 
Colt was a native of Hartford. 


He worked for a time in a factory and 
then ran away to sea. It was during 
his leisure hours OB the long voyage 
to India that he developed the Idea 
which resulted In the Invention of the 
revolver. He made a model of wood 
while he was a fifteen-year-old sailor 
boy. 


On his return to America he accu- 


mulated funds and went to England 
and France to secure patents on bis 
Idea before he patented them In his 
native land. 
A. company was organ- 


ized on this side of the Atlantic to man- 
ufacture his weapons, and a plant was 
established at Paterson, N. J. Colt re- 
volvers were first used In warfare dur- 
ing the Indian conflict In Florida In 
1837. The Mexican war led to a great 
demand for these weapons and brought 
them Into general use.

fields of Europe Ignited the savage 
forests of the New World, Washing- 
ton was a militia major, and he was 
dispatched on a mission to the Ohio, 
a perilous journey of ten \peeks 
through a wintry desolation. The 
next year he went again with a band 
of soldiers, for now the Seven Tears' 
war had spread to America. His cam- 
paign was hardly a glorious failure, 
but he reported that he liked to hear 
the bullets whistle. 


Now General Braddock came to 


scorn the colonial breed while he 
showed them how British regulars 
fought to proper, soldierly formation. 
The undrilled red children of the for- 
est stubbornly refusing to fight on the 
European plan, Braddock fell amid his 
panic-stricken troops on the Mononga- 
hela. At the head of his grave In the 
wilderness the prayers for the dead 
were read by Colonel Washington. 


Although Washington had won no 


battles, he had made a most important 
conquest. When the Seven Years* war 
came he was still an Englishman, and 
to him an island" three thousand miles 
away still was home. In his contact 
with British officers he was shocked 
to find them aliens to him and his New 
World and himself only a colonial In 
their eyes. With native condescension 
they undertook to teach him his place, 
but with native independence he ob- 
jected. 


By the time the Seven Years' war 


was over the colonial colonel no longer 
was an Englishman. That illusion was 
gone and had left Washington an 
.American.

I. A Father's Wise Counsel (w.19- 


21). 


1. What It is (v. 20). "Be not 


among wlnebibbers; amon.g riotous 
eaters of flesh." This means persons 
who meet together for the express pur- 
pose of drinking Intoxicating liquors 
and eating purely for the gratification 
of their appetites. Wine bibbing and 
gluttony usually go together. 


2. Reason 
given (v. 21). "The 


drunkard and the glutton shall come 
to poverty." Intemperance in drink- 
Ing and eating leads to ruin. Poverty 
Inevitably follows to their wake. 


II. Woes of Those Who Indulge In 


Wine (w. 29, 30). 


The miseries attached to the drunk- 


ard's life: 


1. The awful pain which causes one 


to cry out "Oh!" Many, Indeed, are 
the pains which men suffer because of 
strong drink. 


2. SorroW—the 
remorse 
which 


causes one to cry out "Alas!" Many 
are the expressions of bitter regret 
which daily come from the lips of the 
drunkard. 
Sometimes it is the sor- 


row of poverty of himself* and family 
—clothed in rags and half starved; 
sometimes It is the sorrow of follow- 
ing a broken-hearted wife to the 
grave and seeing his children scat- 
tered among strangers. 


3. Contention—strife and quarreling. 


Much of the fighting among men is 
directly caused by their passions be- 
ing inflamed by strong drink. 
The 


drunken man Is always ready to take 
offense, as well as to give it. 


4. Babblings and complainings. The 


winebibber complains of everything; 
ill luck, broken fortune, ruined health, 
loss of friends, of fate and of God. 


5. Wounds without a cause. These 


are wounds which might have been 
avoided—from fightings in which a 
^oher man wrmlrl not have engaged, 
and from accidents which are purely 
the result of intoxication. 


6. Redness of eyes. This has ref- 


erence to the bloodshot eye of the tip- 
pler which renders dim his vision. 


All these woes come upon those who 


tarry long at wine (v. 30). Those who 
frequent the places of drinking soon 
are tarrying long at wine. 


III. The Attitude Enjoined (v. 31). 
Look not at it 
Do not put yourself 


In the way of temptation. The only 
safe attitude toward strong drink is 
total abstinence, and the only sure 
way of total abstinence is not to even 
look at it 


IV. The Drunkard's Bitter End (w. 


32-35). 


L The acute miseries resulting (v. 


32). 
"It biteth like a serpent, and 


stingeth like an adder." Strong drink 
like the poison of the serpent, per- 
meates the whole system and ends in 
the most fatal consequences—the bit- 
terest sufferings and death. 


2. The perversion of the moral sense 


(v. 33). (1) This excitement causes 
the eyes to behold strange things. This 
denotes the fantastic Images producer! 
on the brain of the drunkard. Since 
unbridled lust always goes with wine 
drinking, no doubt It is true as the 
Authorized Version has it, "Thine 
eyes shall behold strange women." 
Drunken men do desire and rave after 
unchaste women. 
(2) "Thine heart 


shall utter perverse things. His moral 
sense being perverted, his utterances 
partake of the same. He tells lies— 
his words cannot be rell'ed upon. Any- 
one who has had dealings with a 
drunkard knows that his statements 
cannot be relied upon. 


3. He is insensible to danger (v. 3.4). 


The drunkard is unsteady; his brain 
reels to -and fro. He Is foolhardy, 
even as one who would lip In the top 
of a ship's mast where there Is the 
greatest danger of falling oft 


4. He Is insensible to pain (v. 35).
